BLASTED IN TWO WARS 

The Warspite has been blasted 

by bomb and shell in two wars but 
as always come back full of fight. 
Bhe has specialized in tough, close 


wérk in narrow waters — always 
perilous for big ships. 
On Nov..26, 1913, the commis- 


sioning pennant was run up the 
masthead of the Warspite, the sev- 
enth of her name, The first War- 
spite was the 29-gunner built in 
1596, the flagship of Sir Walter 
Raleigh in the battle of Cadiz. 
There has been a Warspite in the 
Royal Navy almost all the time 
Since. 

This one was first blooded in 
the battle of Jutland in 1916. Her 
steering went temporarily out of | 
control and the Germans hit her | 
seven times. | 
It was 1917 before she was ready | 
for sea again, and by then the sur- | 
face action of the first Great War | 
Was over, 

Her first test of the second Great | 
War was at Narvik, north of the |

damage was caused which the Ger- |

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Keep It Flowing 
Just ten years ago Canada was in the 
trough of the great depression, Detailed 
reference to the conditions of the time are 
unnecessary, for everyone old enough to 
be interested remembers them. But what 
made the difference between unemploy- 
ment, want and hopelessness which then 
prevailed and the full employment, better 
living and brighter outlook of today? 

In those dark days the current explan- 
ation of the distressful situation was that 
money was scarce. But that was not true 
in the quantitative sense, It was terribly 
Scarce in most pockets, but there was as 
much of it in existence as there had been 
five years earlier when the country was 
booming. The real trouble was that the 
money was not circulating. Those who hid 
capital could not see chances to invest it 
profitably or even safely, and so held onto 
it. The Government of the day, depending 
altogether on private enterprise to break 
up the stagnation, did not adopt measures 
to compe! the money stream to flow. These 
were the basic facts of the situation. 

Today conditions are the reverse be- 
cause money is circulating. The amount 
of it has not greatly increased, but it is 
working at high speed. In two ways the 
Government is functioning as a force- 
pump which keeps the stream moving, It 
is collecting taxes and borrowing savings— 
and paying out the money thus acquired. 
Added to the money-distributing activi- 
ties of private enterprise, this collecting 
and spending by the national authority is 
causing a more rapid circulation of money 
than ever occurred before. Hence every- 
body is busy. 

We are being asked now to lend the 
Government $1,200,000,000 more—to 
spend right back into circulation, When 
a bond is bought the buyer will thus help 
to keep money moving, people employed, 
trade active and the outlook bright. Aside 
altogether from aiding the war effort; 
that surely is good enough reason to buy 
bonds. No person who can remember or 
think wants the money stream to slow 


down.

Two Objects Gained 


Field Marshal Rommel has won a diplo- 
matic scrimmage on the political front, but 
lost a battle on the military front. He has 
induced Herr Hitler to make use of the 
services of Marshal Kisselring somewhere 
else than in Italy; but his forces have 
been turned out of their defence line be- 
hind the Volturno river. 

Why Kisselring was ousted, other than 
that Rommel never liked him, has not been 
given out, Perhaps, just perhaps, it was 
because his vandalism at Naples had fired 
the resentment and hatred of Italians at 
the moment when the puppet Fascist junta 
was trying to coaxe them back into the 
Hitler fold. 

The defeat at the Vulturno has plainer 
significance, It clears the ground for a 
substantial Allied advance toward Rome— 
possibly for as long an advance as Clark 
and Montgomery are anxious to make at 
present. For the invasion has already ac- 
complished two purposes which more than 
justify the effort. It has pinned down 25 
Axis divisions in Italy and another 
comparable number in the Balkans when 
they are desperately needed to bolster the 
dissolving line west of the Dnieper. And it 
has given the Allies complete control of 
the airfields in southern and central Italy. 

What these bases mean is indicated in 
@ statement in London by Brig.-Gen. Le- 
may, head of the U.S. heavy bombing divi- 
sion, He says ‘The winter holds no hope 
for Germany. By spring the Allies will 
have destroyed enough German war in- 
dustry that it will not be able to fight ef- 
fectively any more 

This is confident language, but it 
comes from a man who should know what 
his bombers can do now that they can 
pound the Reich from the south as well as 
from the west.

The Philippines 


The Japanese authorties say they have 
bestowed independence upon the Philip- 
pines—independence, that is, of all out- 
side contro] but Japanese control. The 
mantle of Quisling has been duly placed 
on the shoulders of some renegade Filipino 
who earned it by treachery to his people, 
and from him in order came the proclama- 
tion of independence from al! other ex- 
ternal authority. The procedure in the 
case of Manchuria thus ran its course, and 
the puppet at Harbin now has an opposite 
number at Manila. 

That the Filipinos will fall for this 
trickery is not very likely, They may pre- 
tend to, having deference to the Japanese 
army that is camped in their country and 
ready to apply torture to any who do not 
Sulaam when told. But the independence 
of the islands was already assured before 
the Nipponese started out to “rescue” the 
peoples of east Asia for their own exclu- 
sive exploitation, It was to be real, and 
not pretended, independence; and but for 
the rising threat of Japanese aggression 
would have been implemented before this. 

Now that the threat has been trans- 
lated into conquest and the object is 
known, it will not be strange if the island- 
era reconsider the question of whether 
they will want to sever relations with the 
United States when the freedom of choive 
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is restored to them, as it will be in due 
course, After the experience of Japanese 
benevolence it may seem to the Filipinos 
that they can dwell more securely under 
the guardianship of the great republic 
than they could without claims upon it for 
protection. , 

The events of the past four years have 
not been such as to encourage small na- 
tions to break away from powerful friends 
and take chances on what future Tojos 
or Hitlers or Mussolinis might do to them. 

The capture of Finschhafen gives Gen- 
eral MacArthur's forces control of the Gulf 
of Huon, seventy miles from New Britain, 
and shore and sea bases for attacks on 
Rabaul, at the far end of that island. It 
may be significant that Finschhafen was 
captured in 10 days, less time than it took 
to clear the enemy out of any of the other 
strongpoints in New Guinea. Also that the 
garrison did not wait to be wiped out, as 
per orders from Tojo, but took to the hills 
when resistance no longer seemed compat- 
ible with safety, Evidence thus accumu- 
lates that Japanese soldiers, brave as they 
are, do not positively yearn to be trans- 
ported tc the land of shades for the glory 
of their warlords,

that deprives the average individ- 
ual of a backbone. 
| We hold hatred up to condemna- 
| tion and contempt as something 
}unworthy of civilized men and we 
[potion th to the totally fallacious 
| 


notion that a person who is prop- 
erly filled with love, is quite in- 
j capable of hatred 

I can think of no idea that pro- 
|motes a more false and dangerous 
+conception of life. 


| Of all the signs of modern 
feebleness, of lack of grasp on 
morals as they actually must: be, 


there has been none quite so silly 
and wild as this; that the philoso- 
phers of today have started to di- 
vide loving from hating and loving 
from fighting and to put them into 
opposite camps. 

Life is a romance. If it is not a 
romance, it is nothing. And all 
romances consist of three essential 
| characters. Chesterton calls those 
three essential characters St. 
George, the Dragon and _ the 
Princess. There must be the Prin- 
cess who is a thing to be loved. 
There must be the Dragon who is 
a thing to be fought. And there 
must be St. George who is a thing 
that both loves and fights 

If that were not so, the Devil, 
who has been known to men for 
fifty thousand years, would have 
been weeded out of theology cen- 
turies ago. 


| Conflict, which implies hating 
jand fighting, is just as essential 
|to life as co-operation and har- 
|mony, For the avencies which dis- 
rupt harmony are very real and 
} very active. And unless one hates 
those agencies and fights against 
them, harmony cannot exist. 

You cannot love a thing without 
wanting to fight for it, You cannot 
fight without sqmething to fight 
for. To love a thing without wish- 
ing to fight for it is merely a kind 
of lust. 

On the other hand, fighting for 
a thing without loving it is des- 
picably sordid. It is the worst kind 
of slavery, the worst kind of brut- 
ishness. 

The German soldier, driven into 
battle to uphold the prestige of a 
system he cannot love, is the best 
example of that. 

That's what I mean by the essen- 
tia! relationship between loving 
and hating, between loving and 
fighting. Each one implies the 
other. 

We suffer a great deal from our 
Puritan consciences when we fail 
to realize that fact. We have a feel- 
ing of guilt when we find our- 
selves hating the enemy. 

Well, in spite of modern human- 
istic sophistry, that hate is a 
natura! and a wholesome thing. 

We might just as well try to love 
righteousness without hating sin, 
It can't be done.

So we sailed on 
the Egyptian ship Zamzam—sched- 


uled trip: New York to Cape Town | 


—and reached Germany instead.” 

The road they travelled to Ger- 
many was a rough one. The Zam- 
zam was torpedoed in the south 
Atlantic where the survivors were 
picked up by the Temesis, a Nazi 
raider. From there they were shift- 
ed to a prison ship, the Dresden, 

Of the trip:from that point to 
Bordeaux, Mrs. Guernsey _ said: 
“The only word describing that five 
weeks is ‘loathsome’.” The ship 
was built to accommodate 35—she 
carried 200 prisoners as well as 
her crew. 


IN PRISON AND OUT 


But the Canadians grew used to 
communal living. From Bordeaux 
they were shipped across France 
and Germany in a jammed prison 
train, fed once a day on bread and 
horse meat 
ing water on the train and prac- 
tically no water for washing.” 

At Bremerworde they started 
their merry-go-round of 
prisons—Bremen, Hanover, Stutt- 
t, more prison trains, until they 
came to Liebenau Women’s Intern- 
ment Camp, half prison, half asy- 
lum for the feeble-minded. , 

Later they were allowed to live 
in a hotel in Berlin, and in the last 
days of spring, 1942, the author and 
her friend Kitsi Strachan of To- 
ronto, moved to the summer house 
of a gentle Jewish professor, Fin- 
ally on June 18, 1942, the Canadian 
government arranged their ex- 
change voyage home. 

The writer says: “This is mostly a 
story about people—people I met 
and grew to know in Germany. My 
hope is simply that they, through 
me, may shed a little light that 
hasn't been shed before. 

And so her book is mostly about

The real man 
is not fearful of evil, expectant of 
disease, concerned with time, af- 
fected by disaster, anticipating 
accident or subject to anything less 
than omnipotence, 


Spiritual activity in consciousness 
is needed to displace the lies of 
disease or sin or fear. I remember 
a case of healing which clearly 
illustrated that. A young woman, 
realizing that there was something 
wrong physically, went to a doctor 
and was told that she had a very 
large tumor. She turned to Christ- 
ian Science for healing. What im- 
pressed the practitioner whom she 
employed was. the ‘spiritual activity 
which the young woman expressed. 
She asked about spiritual things 
and studied Science and Health, 
and the Bible, and tried faithfully 
to practice what she was learning. 
The periods of extreme. pain from 
which she suffered disappeared in 
a week or two. Then a day came 


her street clothes on. That, how- 
ever, caused great discomfort. It 
realized that there was still 
work to be done. After she and 
the practitioner had worked for 
some weeks more, she was com-| 
pletely normal in every way and, 
resumed her usual life. You see,

Some of you are 
just investigating Science, many of 
you may never have thought of 
trying to give yourself or anyone 
else a treatment.

There have been innumerable 
cases of healing simply from read- 
ing the textbook, Science and 
Health.

Reality 


Nothing real could be changed or 
need changing. But those who are 
not students of Christian Science 
are sometimes puzzled by its use 
of the word “reality.” That which 
is God-made, eternal, spiritual, har- 
monious, is real; nothing else can 
be. Hence reality is mental. Where 
then is matter? Mrs. Eddy was con- 
sistent in her deductions. Having |

The declarations in “the scientific 
statement Of being,” on page 468 
of Science and Health, which read:

There are 
not lacking signs that he is ap- 
proaching the tremendous state- 
ment that follows, “All is infinite 
Mind and its infinite manifesta- 
tion.” Thus Sir James Jeans, an- 
other eminent physicist of today, 
says in his book, “The Mysterious 
Universe”: “The universe begins to 
look more like a great thought than 
like a great machine.” “This con- 
cept of the universe as a world of 
pure thought throws a new light on 
many of the situations we have en- 
countered in our survey of modern 
physics.” “If the universe is a uni- 
verse of thought, then its creation 
must have been an act of thought.” 

To me these are thrilling state- 
ments, given by men whose lives 
have been spent in efforts to define 
matter, men who not through re- 
ligion but through exploring the 
vast reaches of the astronomical 
universe and the invisible, theoret- 
ical nature of molecules and elec- 
trons, have arrived at their con- 
clusions that all is mental. The 
Discoverer of Christian Science 
also teaches that all is mental, but 
her conclusions were not reached 
by exhaustive research in matter. 
Through spiritual ‘inspiration, 
through prayer and revelation, she 
realized the impossibility of any 


reality but that of Spirit and 
Spirit's reflections. 
Science and Health states (p. 


469): “Mind is God. ... There can 
be but one Mind, because there is 
but one God; and if mortals claimed 
no other Mind and accepted no 
other, sin would be unknown, We 
can have but one Mind, if that one 
is infinite.” Mortals do claim an- 
other mind; Paul called it the 
carnal mind, Mrs. Eddy named it 
mortal mind. Out of our belief ‘in 
its. reality come all our woes. 
Christian Science has revealed 
the fact that all that really exists 
is spiritually mental. We always 
live, always shall live, in a thought 


world. This is either a suppositi- | 


tious world of confusion, effort, the 
senses, disease, sin, and death—an 
unreal world of mortal mind's con- 
ceptions externalized in experience 
—or, as untrue mortal concepts de- 
crease because true divine concepts 
increase in our thought, it is the 


| real work’ of Mind's ideas unfold- 


ing to us end reflected by us. We 
have no private mind, no original 
mind . exclusively ours. We are 
either accepting and reiterating 
the so-called mortal mind's beliefs, 
or we are conscious of the one 
genuine, real, divine Mind and ex- 
pressing its ideas. Our health, joy, 
harmony, service, and true success 
are dependent upon which kind of 
thinking predominates in our con- 
sciousness. 


Because our concept of the ma- 
terial world exists only in what we 
accept as our own consciousness, 
we can change it. That is the way 
of salvation pointed out by Christ- 
ian Science, It is a way of definite 
right thinking. We must think our
